Thank you for your tv/o letters of 4th and 5th September. I myself 
am just about to go on leave for three weeks so I will not comment on 
your proposed agenda or make any suggestions of my own until I return. 

There is just one matter I would like to raise now. One of the points 
that I may suggest for discussion in V/ashlngton is to see whether we can 
' arrange any system of closer co-operation with your Frankfurt and Vienna 
' bureaux. It occurs to us that if we could have the same sort of inter- 
^ change that we have with Cyprus - on a much smaller scale of course - we
